Broken Hearted, 
Judge Freeman 
Quits the Bench 


jurist, Grieving Over 
Honest Error of Years 
Ago, Resigns. 


HEALTH IS SHATTERED 


Henry Varnum Freeman, dean of Chi- 
cago judges, yesterday resigned his place 
on the Superior court bench. The res- 
ignation was forwarded to Gov. Dunne 
from Harbor Point, Mich., where the 
aged jurist is attempting to regain his 
shattered health. 

Judge Freeman's family lays his III 
health in part to grief over the fact that 
twenty years ago he sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for life three men who he later 
became convinced were innocent of the 
crime for which they were sentenced. 

Judge Freeman is 72 years old. He 
has served several terms on the bench of 
the Superior and Appellate courts of Cook 
county. He has not been able to carry 
on his judicial duties since Sept, 22, 1913, 
although on account of his long service 
his name was kept on the pay rolls until 
last June. Much of his time during the 
last two years has been spent in Califor- 
nia and Florida. 

Murder Cases Prey on His Mind. 

The cases which worried Judge Free- 
man into physical decline were those of 
Thomas McNally and Charles 
whom, together with Edward Warren, he 
sentenced to the penitentiary in April, 
1804, for the murders of James Prunty 
and his son, Peter, on Nov. 16, 1808. War- 
ren died in prison. McNally, a white 
haired veteran of the civil war. and Kurth 


Freeman had made strenuous efforts to 
obtain the release of the two men for 
years after he became convinced of their 
innocence, and his inability to do so 
preyed on his mind. 

Identified by Widow. 

The Pruntys were killed in their home 
at Thirteenth street and Center avenue, 
now Racine. The police arrested the 
three, all of whom had served time before. 
The men were said to have been identified 
by Mrs. Prunty and a daughter, who also 
had been shot. 

Six years after he had imposed sen- 
tence Judge Freeman obtained evidence 
of what he believed was a “ police frame- 
up to convict the men. It was shown 
Prunty on his death bed had failed to 
identify them, but that the police prac- 
tically had forced the Prunty women to 
wear they were the murderers. 


Found Injured in Street. 

In the fall of 1911 Judge Freeman was 
picked up unconscious by an automobilist 
at Thirty-ninth street and Michigan ave- 
nue, It was not learned whether he had 


deen the victim of a mysterious attack or 


had been struck by an automobile. Two 
years later he suffered a physical break- 
down and has not been able to resume his 
duties since. | 

Judge Freeman was born in Massachu- 
setts. He spent his early years on a 
farm and teaching country schools of 
Stevenson and Ogie counties, Illinois. He 
enlisted in Company K, Seventy-fourth 
Iilinow infantry, for the civil war. 

He came to Chicago to study law and 

was admitted to the bar in 1870. He be- 
gan the practice in 1873. 
The judge’s resignation was submitted 
to take effect Oct. 1, and Gov. Dunne ac- 
cepted it on that condition. Judge Free- 
man's term does not expire until Decem- 
ber, 1917, and a special elect:on to fill the 
vacancy may be called.

The next instant 
the machine was catapaulted off the 
rim of the saucer, dropped on the ground 
twenty feet below and, carried by the 
terrific momentum at which it was travel- 
ing, plowed through the dirt for fifty 
feet under the seats on which they were 
standing. 
The car was upside down when it came 
to a stop. Cooper and Louis Piel, his 
mechanician, was pinned beneath it. 


Cooper Dies Instantly.

In both accidents tire blowouts wers 
ascribed as the cause, although in the 
case of Cooper a broken steering knuckle 
was sald to have been the immediate 
reason for his loss of control. 


Chandler May Die. 


On the two hundred and thirty-eighth 
lap Chandler drove his Deusenberg 
through the wire fence on the Inside of the 
track and it turned turtle. Chandler 
and Maurice Keiler of St. Paul, his mech- 
anician, were pinned under the car. It 
was believed Chandler had been killed, 
but doctors found a spark of life and 
rushed him to a hospital, together with 
the unconscious Kieler.

In view of the 
shortness of the race, with its relative 
immunity from tire trouble and pit stops, 
the belief was universal that the record 
of 99.065 miles an hour made on the same 
track by Porporato June 26 of the present 
year would be superseded.

Not once did the drivers have to take 
on oll or gasoline or tinker with the ma- 
chinery. . 

In the thirty-eighth lap Cooper's mech- 
anician signaled the Stutz pit to get 6 
tire ready. Cooper flew by the pit ‘at a 
speed of nearly 100 miles an hour. It was 
too late to stop the machine, although it 
was evident a new tire was needed. 

When Cooper rounded the bend near 
the judge’s stand on the thirty-ninth lap 
a trail of cord was streaming from his 
right front tire. The cord became en- 
tangled with the spokes and had to be 
cut off. In thirty-seven seconds Cooper 
was speeding away again. 


Oldfield Suffers Most. 

Barney Oldfield suffered most from tire 
trouble. In the tenth lap he went to the 
pit to replace a right front tire He 
jumped out of the car and took the tire 
off himeelf. The outer band of rubber 
had been worn off. 

Oldfield again went into the pit in the 
thirty-seventh lap for another tire 
change. 

In the twenty-second lap Bob Burman 
changed the tworight tires. This lost him 
thirty seconds. Burman went to the 
pit again on the thirty-third lap. The 
tire was changed in sixteen seconds. 

Resta blew a tire on the right rear side. 
His mechanician jumped out and had 
another tire on in twenty-six seconds. 


CALL STUTZ GENEROUS. 

Although Harry Stutz, president of the 
company which manufactures for the 
trade stock models of the car Earl Cooper, 
his champion, drove, failed to land a vic- 
tory, he secured what is considered to be 
far more important to him personally 
than premier honors would have accord- 
ed him. Few besides those on the “ in- 
side realised that the phiegmatic little 
Hoosier deliberately risked every chance 
of victory his driver might have had an 
hour before the race when he gave Bob 
Burman permission to start with hie 338 
cubic inch Peugeot. 

It would have been within his rights for 
Stutz to have refused the big Peugeot 
admittance to the field. He had entered 
his little car with the understanding the 
race was to be run between cars of 300 
cubic inches piston displacement amd un- 
der. Until the day before the race he 
hed no intimation. this rule would be 
abridged in Burman's favor. Then he 
protested, and the speedway manage- 
ment, realizing the justice of his com- 
plaint, refused to permit Burmam en- 
trance. Up to an hour before the race 
Stutz was obdurate, steadily refusing to 
withdraw his protest. 

Tom Hay, the referee, and Bob May- 
pole, the local Stutz agent, placed the 
whole matter before Stutz as the cars 
were wheeled to the tape. Stutz with- 
Grew into the tonneau of a touring car 
for a few minutes and then approached 
the officials with his mouth set in stern 
determination and his eyes flashing ire. 

“I know I am right to refuse, but I 
want the Chicago Speedway management 
and the world to know that the Stutz 
company officiale are sportsmen,” he 
seid. “I shall withdraw my protest, and, 
Knowing that I have cut off 25 per cent of 
my chances of a victory, will permit Bur- 
man to start.” 

Two minutes later Burman was on the 
track and officials were voting Stutz the 
prise for sportsmanship.

French ciyilians whom Enver Pasha, 
Turkey’s 33 year old minister of war, 
decided to expose to the bombardment of 
the allied fleet at the Dardanelles. 

The fact that fifty civilian enemies of 
Turkey were actually taken to Gallipoli 
peninsula to screen the Turks from Anglo- 
French bombardment, but were rescued 
by the American ambassador, has been 
known in Balkan capitals for some time. 
But the full story of Enver Pasha’s 
scheme and the part the American am- 
bassador played in frustrating it, was 
only made known here today. 


Enver Pasha Orders Reprisal. 

The Turkish war minister, angered by 
reports that several undefended Ottoman 
villages on Gallipoli peninsula had been 
shelled by the Anglo-French warships, 
‘secretly ordered Bedri Bey, chief of the 
Constantinople police, to collect all the 
English and French civilians in Con- 
stantinople and transport them to the 
Dardanelles. His plan was to scatter 
them through the deserted Turkish vil- 
lages and then to warn the allied fleet 
commander that further bombardment 
would result in the death of French and 
English noncombatants. 
The order was to have been carried out 
on a Monday morning. Ambassador Mor- 
genthau by chance learned of it on the 
Sunday evening preceding. He telephoned 
a protest to Enver Pasha at once and 
obtained from the war minister a prom- 
ise that women and children at least 
would be spared and finally a reluctant 
conscht to a postponement of the execu- 
tion of the order until the following 
Thursday. 

Morgenthau Acts to Save Men. 

With a three days’ reprieve, Morgen- 
thau rushed cable messages off to Eng- 
land and France. But these communica- 
tions necessarily took a roundabout route 
through Washington, and on Wednesday 
morning no response had reached the em- 
bassy. In desperation the ambassador 
again called the war mimister by tele- 
phone and asked for an audience. 
Jam sorry,” replied Enver Pasha, but 
I have not a single moment vacant until 4 
o'clock. At that time I must attend a 
council of ministers.” 
But unless you receive me by 4 
o’clock,”” was Morgenthau’s reply, “I will 
enter the council of ministers myself and 
insist on speaking to you.” 

Morgenthau Wins His Fight. 
This Bold stroke won the day. The war 
minister set the appointment for 3 
o'clock.

PEACE IN EUROPE NEARER,

‘Opinion Expressed That Deadlock Is 
at Hand and Nations May See 


Futility of Struggle. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—The belief 
that peace is a little nearer in Europe 
was expressed in several official quar- 
ters today. Those who held this view 
said a deadlock seemed at hand. If 
the warring powers decide nothing can 
be gained by further fighting it was pre- 
dicted they would cease hostilities. 

The suggestion was made that the ad- 
ministration, if convinced that present 
conditions in the war zone will not last 
much longer, may be influenced in its 
negotiations with the belligerents.

The high cost of living will come down 
and prosperity will quiekly appear if the 
United States can be induced to adopt 
the German system of rural markets and 
credit facilities, according to David 
Lubin, permanent delegate to the Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture at Rome, 
who has just returned from a long stay 
in Burope. 

“In Germany,” Mr. Lubin says, the 
farmers are also business men. They 
have organized an intelligence system by 
whieh any one can aseertain just where 
there is the greatest demand for his prod- 
uct. In America the produce is reiting 
in one section, while in another the cost 
of the same article ts prohibitive. 

„Our rural eredits are in chaos. The 
German farmers sell 4 per cent bonds in 
small denominations to bakers, butchers, 
and cobblers. The whole system is kuper- 
vised by the natienal government with a 
thoroughness that eliminates all possi-

Business men who are going to the mill- 
tary training camp at Plattsburg, N. X., 
to learn how to be officers of volunteers 
found that their departure had more ef- 
fect in their families than when they pack 
to go away on an ordinary vacation. 

A score of wives and mothers and chil- 
dren, alarmed by the war in Europe and 
a feeling that something may happen to 
involve this country, became serious 
when their husband or son or father was 
packing his kit to go to serve a month as 
a part of the United States army. 


The Case of dae Wife. 
One member of the party said his wife 


whose parents dwelt over their 


had never been so kind and gentle with 


him, nor so charming, as since he had de- 


termined to go to the training camp. 

This trait of woman, he said, senti- 
mentally, “‘ may account for readiness of 
men to go to war in Europe, and for their 
courage.” 

In reading the specifications for equip- 
ment by the army officers, the civilians 
were impressed with its lightness.

Toilet articles and other necessaries. 


Gen. Wood Pleased. 

The response from all parts of the coun- 
try to the opportunity to train to be offi- 
cere of volunteers has pleased the regu- 
lar army officers, who are aware of the 
almost complete absence of men qualified 
to command in a volunteer army. Gen. 
Leonard Wood, in an order issued since 
the. mobilization for the training camp 
was ordered, said: 

“In view of the fact that many men 
of the type and general qualifications, but 
somewhat older than the average of the 
men who have heretofore attended col- 
lege camps, are expressing a desire to re- 
ceive similar instruction, and as the pros- 
pects are that we shall have over 600 at 
Plattsburg, I feel that it would be better 
poli¢y to establish a separaté camp, tmme- 
diately following the first and extending 
to Sept. 6.“ '

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| BOAT INSPECTION REFORMS SOUGHT BY CORONER'S JURY | 


Following is the last of the series 
of articles by Dr. W. A. Evans, fore- 
man of the coroner's jury which in- 
vestigated the Easticnd disaster: 


BY DR. W. A. EVANS. 
One report is divisible into three parte. 
It was recommended that certain men 
be bound to the grand jury. For thet 
action we felt we had the necessary 
testimony before us, | 
The other inquisitorial body, the county 


rand jury, was in session. Another, the 


federal grand jury, was about to convene. 
We decided that it would. be good judg- 
ment for our body to bring its delibera- 
tions to a conclusion and leave the field to 
others. We were not of the opinion that 
we had discovered ah of the guilty par- 
ties, This constituted the second part of 
our report. 

The third part of the report related to 
improvements in methods and practices 
looking toward greater safety on — 
ger carrying vessels. 


No Stability Tests. 

We found that the government in the 
interest of safety maintained lighthouses, 
removed obstructions to navigation 
charted channels, ruled with regard to 
life saving apparatus, inspected hulls and 
boilers, and established the upper limit 
of passenger carrying capacity. 

Most of these precautions had devel- 
oped as the result of accidents. Nowhere 
was there an effort to determine stability. 
This seemed inexplainabie, but the rea- 
son was rather simple. Any hull properly 
built on approved lines and properly in- 
spected will float with stability any load 
of passengers which can be made r 
able on the boat. 

Here was a boat—the astlandwhich 
had turned dver while tied to the dock. 
Here was a concrete fact which no amount 
of explaining by vengeance could get 
around. . 

The custom had not saved this thousand 
lives. It seemed to us that the custom 
was at fault, particularly as to control of 
the lines of the boat as to its stability, 
methods of inspection to determine the 


number of 1 l and the 
control of water ballast. -- 


U. 8. Examines Own Boats. 
W. learned that the government has 
never sought to determine the stability

sels, built by government for their 
own use. 


Two years ago the practice of requir- 
ing that a copy of blue prints, speci- 
fications, and plans for vessels built in 
the United States for commercial use 
was established for the first time. The 
object of this requirement was that they 
would be on file when in after years 
changes were ordered. It had not been 
required, nor was it now required, that 
these plans should show thet the vessel 
would be seaworthy or stable. After the 
vessel has been launched no tilting test 
or other test to determine the metra- 
centric height had been made. 

The jury was of the opinion that the 
proper department of the federal govern- 
ment should require that plans and speci- 
fications of all ships should be filed with 
the department. ra 

That it should be the @uty of the de- 
pertment to inspect and pass upon these 
plans with a view to regulating the sea- 
worthiness and stability of the vessel 
proposed to be built. 

That a copy of the calculations for the 
center of gravity and the floating line 
should be filed with the department and 
by them checked, and after the vessel has 
been floated a tilting test to determine 
ite metracentric height and stability 
should be conducted or supervised 7 the 
government. 

Local Board’s Power. 

We were informed that the passenger 
carrying capacity of a vessel was deter- 
mined by the local board of inspectors. 
It was doubtful if the central authority 
had any check on the results of these in- 
epections or could alter or change the re- 
sults of the inspection except they could 
show that the inspector was drunk, dis- 
honest, or incompetent. 

In determining passenger carrying ca- 
pacity the local board is governed by sev- 


eral considerat‘ons. The floor space is 


8 and the —9 9 of passengers 
that could be comfortably carried thereon 
is determined. Nine square feet is about 
the measure ot space required for com- 
fort, but tat #9 get the Sued basis of cal- 
culation. 

Knowledge.of weather and water is 
taken into consideration, also the reputa- 
tion of the boat for steadiness, seaworthi- 
ness, and stability. The method employed 
is about as rule of thumb as could be de- 
vised. Aside from impropér motives large 
leeway is left for individua! mental bent. 

The secretary of commerce thought the 
method could be improved upon by having 
a central board to pass upon the recom- 
mendations made by the local boards. The 
jury thought the basis of passenger al- 
lowance should be the calculations for 
center of gravity, metacentric height, and 
stability already .referred to; to these 
should be added the calculations of floor 
space, how made, and the height above 
the center of gravity of each area of floor 
space should be determined. 

Knowledge of weather conditions. 
water, and reputation of the boat should 
be furnished by the local board to the cen- 


tral board. With this data in hand the 


limits of passenger carrying capacity 
should be determined. 


Water Baliast. 
It is clear the carrying of water ballast 
is customary. : 
Unfortunately questions of speed, ease 
of loading at docks of certain heights, and 


coal economy tempt ernten to dispense.

Some check system must be devised for 
water ballast. The passenger allowance 
without ballast must be put at one figure 
and that with ballast at andther, and 3 
permanent, noneffaceable, nonchangeable 
recording system for water ballast must 
be devised and its use compelled by fed- 
eral authority.

! ON THE EASTERN FRONT. 


The capture of Warsaw, the capital of 
Poland, was the overshadowing event of 
the week. The entrance of the Germans 

into the city on Friday, following the 
furious storming of the last lines of de 
fenses marked the initial success of the 
greatest sustained offensive movement 
of the war to date. 

With the taking of Warsaw the Ger- 
mans accomplished the end for which 
they have striven since the beginning of 
hostilities. Thrice repulsed when the 
Polish capital was almost within their 
Stasp, the armies of the kaiser finally 
accomplished their mission. 


clusion of the vast campaign which begah 
early in May, when the Russians had 
swept over almost the whole Austriar 
province of Galicia, had forced their way 
through the passes of the Carpethian 
mountains, and were threatening an in- 
vasion of Hungary, with Budapest, the 
capital, as their goal.

Then the great Austro-German drive 
was launched. By succeasive rushes the 
Muscovites were beaten back in Galicie, 
thue forcing them to withdraw from 
Hungary. First the Austrian fortress of 
Preemysl, won by the Russians after 
months of siege, was reclaimed by the 
Teutons. Then in battle after battle the 
Austro-Germans smashed their way 
eastward, finally forcing the Russians to 
evacuate Lemberg, capital of Gelicia, 
which the Muscovites had held since early 
in the war. a 

Then, while the southern Germanic 
armies paused for a brief breathing spell, 
the German armies in the north flung 
themselves in a fan shaped movement 
against the Russian lines. Driving from 
East Prussia the kaiser's forces pene- 
trated the Russian Baltic provinces, cap- 
turing the seaport of Libau and advanc- 


While the*-fortes’ of Von 
Hindenburg hammered at the Vistula 
line in the north, the, Austro-German 
armies in Galicia woke to new activity 
and with smashing blows drove the Slays 
northward through ‘southern ’*Polend.

Foreigner Who Knows Chinese. 

I have found one foreigner in Peking, 
who knows the Chinese and their meth- 
ode, who professes belief in that expla- 
nation of .what has happened—but only 
one. There are a few Chinese who declare 
they believe it, and their number is in- 
creasing. 

But by far the largest part of the com- 
ment is purely cynical. Most of the for- 
eign talk is based upon the theory of the 
two political factions, the so-called Ku- 
angtung and Anhui parties. Those terms, 
however, are largely phrases of conven- 
jence for describing what are more ac-

NEW DEVICE EXPECTED ro 
BETRAY COUNTERFEIT BILLS. 


Capt. Porter’s Invention Will En- 
able One Readily to Distinguish 
Spurious’ Currency, He Says. 


A new device for the detection of coun- 
terfeit paper money has been introduced 
to the commercial world by Capt. Thomas 
I. Porter, veteran operative in charge of 
the Chicago office of thé United States 
secret service. Capt. Porter for thirty- 


one years has been engaged in ferreting 


out counterfeiters and long has had the 
conviction that a mechanical means of de- 
tecting counterfeit notes was possible. 
His device fs a simple one. Two sliding 
aluminum plates faced with a thin coating 


of rubber are placed in a square frame 


and overiaid with a sheet of French plate 
glass about ten or twelve inches square. 
On its under side the glass is crossed ver- 
tically and horizontally with diamondcut 
lines, which form one-quarter inch 
squares. Two bills, one known to be 


genuine and the other suspected of being 


counterfeit, are placed between the rub- 
ber covered plates and the ruled glase. 
The position of the bills is adjusted by 
means of the sliding plates so that the 
extreme left edges align exactly with the 
firat ruled line at the top and side of glass. 

Then a minute comparisonismade. The 
cross lines enable the observer to locate 
any given point on the bills in exactly the 
same way that the meridian lines on a 
map assist in locating a given spot. 
Should the position of any letter or other 


mark of any kind in relation to the ruled 


lines on the glass fail to tally by so 
much as the one hundredth part of an inch 


the discrepancy is at once detected.

FOR NATIONAL DEFENSE. 
For the first time in a generation—one is almost 


‘time in the history of the nation in times of peace— 
there is evidence of a feeling of responsibility on the 
part of the American citizenship towards the possible 
military needs of the nation. aA 
The evidence is not in bulk. It ie not generally 
presented or enthusiastically presented, but there is 
enough of it to indicate that there has been a change 
in national sentiment and that men are being turned 
away from fallacies and towards an understanding. 
The number of men who have enrolled for the 
United States training camp to obtain instruction in 
the rudiments of military science with a view to 
service is not large when placed against the census 
figures of the nation, but it is impressive neverthe- 
less. A new conception of duty apparently is enter- 
ing the minds of many citizens who may bave re- 
garded themselves as at the disposal of their country 


iim time of need but who now think of it as a duty 


to be, to whatever degree possible, prepared for the 
service they would hope to give. 

This is only one indication of the growth of a 
national intelligence in this direction. There are 
others. Men are considering their responsibilities 
and their unfitness for them. It may be foolish to 
support too many hopes upon this fact. It might 
be a condition unfortunately to be found ephemeral, 
to be explained by the pressure of grave events upon 
the national consciousness. National sentiment may 
revert to the discouraging indifference upon which 
politics builds its scurvy policies. 

It we have intelligent statesmen they will take 
the present sentiment as it waxes and will direct it. 
It is at once encouraging and discouraging that the 
new feeling of responsibility has not been produced 
by governmental urging. It is encouraging because 
it revedis an intelligence which can force a change 
dm government policies. If the sentiment for pre- 
paredness begins with the people it will have the 
power of the people behind it. It will be free from 
the suggestion that it originates in the desire of the 
military to magnify its establishments. P 

It is discouraging in that it reveals the ineptityde 
of government which permits a matter of such na- 
tional importance to find its sole incentive and im- 
pulse in the developing intelhgence of the people. 
Government has not done its duty. Politics has done 
its rascally ‘worst. The people themselves show 
signs of restlessness and of rebellion against misman- 
agement.

The next congress will confront problems more 
serious than any presented to its predecessors since 
the civil war. 7 ; 

How it performs its duty may affect critically the 
future of the nation for centuries, perhaps for the 
remainder of the national existence. 

The problem of naval and military defense, the 
problems of our policy in Mexico, in Latin America, 
in the far east, the problems of our relations to the 
belligerent powers, the problem of immigration, the 
problems incident to international commercial com- 
petition after the wer, tariff, merchant marine, all 
these should be and some of them must be given 
the attention of the next congress. a 
The personnel of that body already is made up, 
but congress in session is much more than an aggre- 
gation of individuals. It is a more or less respgn- 
sive instrument of the national will, and the result 
it is to accomplish at the next session must depend 
on the national temper now and during the coming 
months. : } 

If public opinion is inert, little will be done, good 
or bad. If public opinion is well defined and ex- 
pressive, there will be important results forthcom- 
ing. 

At the moment the country is full of voices, but 
perhaps the strongest and deepest forces are as yet 
inarticulate. We may easily exaggetate, for ex- 
ample, the force of peftisanism and propaganda 
which the war in Burope has brought out. It was 
inevitable that strong aympathies and affiliations 
should be developed or rather disclosed by the tragic 
ordeal through which Europe is passing. Our pope- 
lation is largely made up of men and women foreign 
born or of foreign parentage, and so in a degree 
we cannot ignore the struggle if waged on our 
own soil. 

But though this is natural, it is not to be ac- 
cepted in all its manifestatioibzs. Organised minori- 
ties have power to do harm, and often in our pollt- 
leal system do harm because politicians are unduly 
affected by organized pressure. The wise, orderly, 
and thorough consideration of American problems 
can be complicated and obstructed by organizations 
concerned to mold policy and public action not from 
a purely American point of view but from that of 
their ardent advocacy of one or other of the bel- 
ligerents. Congress will be sought to take this 
course or that, not because it will benefit America, 
but because it will assist one or other of the bel- 
ligerents. ä 

The American people should set its face sternly 
againet all such political activities, The hyphea 
should be expelled from congress by force of a de- 
termined and unmistakable public opinion. If ever 
in the history of the nation our public affairs should 
be borne upon an irresistible tide of unified national 
feeling, it is now and in the years immediately to 
follow. Unless signs are misleading we shall need 
all the streagth and spirit of our people to cope with 
the dangers, the responsibilities, and the opportuni- 
ties of a world profoundly changed and changing. 
There ought to be a great propaganda in this 
country, a propaganda which should sweep away all 
the lesser pfopagandas now e throughout

The English board has as its president, Admiral 
of the Fieet Lord Fisher, whose refusal to work 
any longer at the admiralty with Winston Spencer 
Churchill led to the latter’s removal to the far less 
important post of chancellor of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster, and incidentally to a cabinet crisis, cul- 
minating in the formation of the present coalition 
administration in London. 

Lord Fisher has been 80 often described in these 
columns as the grand old man of the British navy 
that it is unnecessary to attempt to portray him 
again here. He occupies with regard to the fleet 
much the same position in the eyes of the public 
as Field Marshal Lord Kitchener does in connec- 
tion with the army. , 


— 


The other members of the board, however, are 
not do well known.

This body of 16 and mind of a 4 year old 
girl has the features of a Chinaman. Her 
akin is yellowish, thick, wrt inkled. and 
dry.

Her eyes 
have the narrow elit and the slant of those 
of the Chinaman. Her tongue is heavy;

A person who has seen one 
can easily recognise thet. 

In addition to the Chinese features, 
there are certain other features which 
are not so Chinese. Mongolian idiots are 
often cross-eyed. The margine of their 
eyelids are often red. Many of them have 
blind epote on their See, due to opacities 
of the cornea. Many of them have hernia.

Mongolianism is dot a rare type of id- 
ey. In this one institution Dr. Stevens 
found more than a dosen cases on which 
to base study. Probably there are many 
more. Probably every institution for peo- 

mentally contains 


many Mongolians. 

At that, the majority of Mongolians 
born do not reach institutions. They are 
affectionate, in much the same fashion 
that certain domestic animals are affec- 
tlonate. They are not irritable, cross, or 
peeviah. They are of just the type of 


instinet, and finally the death rate among 
them ia very high. The considerable num- 
ber te the found in inetitwtions is in no 
sense an index of the number born.

Fifty years ago Dr. Downs made an 
interesting classification of idiots and im- 
beciles. He had a theory that the human 
mind was gradually evolving upward. 
The white race represented the highest 
plane which mankind had reached. Va- 
rious races were on various lower planes. 

He thought the idiots and imbeciles 
wre instances of individuals who had 
reverted to some one of the earlier planes 
through which man had evolved, a species 
ef throwback inheritance. With this 
theory in mind, he classified idiots into 
Negroid, Malay, Mongolian, and Amer- 
ican types. , 

This classification has not held good. 
No one can prove that the Mongolian type 
of mind is a stage in the evolution of the 
American type. Furthermore, a child 
having the features of a Mongolian may 
be a low grade idiot or a somewhat high 
grade imbeoile. 

In Dr. Stevens group of twenty cases 
there is one adult with.the mind of a 
child 1 year old, while the other cases 
range up to one with a 5 year old mind— 
a fairly high grade imbecile. Obviously, 
while the Mongolian features are some- 
what true to type, the degree of mentality 
ie not. 


~ 

Idiots and imbeciles, including Mongo- 
Hans, rarely beget children. While they 
have no decision, no morality, and no 
power of restraint, they have no desires. 
The feeble-minded and the morons are 
very Hable to beget children. The idiots 
and imbeéfiés are not so llable. The ex- 
ceptions are rare. The Mongellan idiots 
do not have children. Then children are 
not Mongolians because & man in his up- 
ward climb passed through a Mongolian 
plane. Nor are they Mongolians because 
their parents were such. 

These two exceptions failing, do all ex- 
planations fail? Something is inherited. 
That much is cértain. The Mongolian 
baby is so born. The cause operated be- 
fore the child was born; of that wecan be 
The need is te run down the 
cause in each ease, for it seems that the 
cause is not the same in all cases.

A few weeks ago the newspapers ar- 
tied notice of a woman who had borne 
twenty-two children. That seemed fine 
accomplishniem. How much such a 
mother would be prized in France! But, 
reading further, we learned that the 
twenty-two babies had followed one an- 
other in rapid succession and that twenty 
of them had died in early childhood, most 
of them in infancy. N was not stated 
that any of them were Mongolian idiots, 
but it ie reaschahly certain that some of 
them were.

The inheritance then is not such in the 
ordinary sense, What happene is that 
some profound effect on the generative 
apparatus of a parent or grandparent 
causes a very definite cast of features and 
a somewhat definite type of mental de- 
ficiency in the offspring.. In some cases 
it can be proved by laboratory tests that 
the cause is a venereal sin, the conse- 
quences of which are being visited upon 
the second and third generation.

The awakening of England so long awaited, so much 
talked about now, seems to be her awakening to the im- 
portance of France, to the protection she has been and 
is to the great British empire! It is time. The 
thirty and a half miles of British front, it seems, is held 
partially with the assistance of French aftillery. While 
England has been boasting of business as usual” and 
endeavoring to maintain her ques foréign trade, buying 
her war supplies and advertising for armies, France has 
realized that the real business is to fight this war to a 
successful conclusion, and has provided hérself with 
GRO RES. heavy guns and shells for herself and her allies. 

The fact ia we shall have to change our popular notions about certain 
national qualities. The idea of “ solidity” with respect to English character 
—that familiar ruddy figute of stout John Bull which has stood for many 
generations as the symbol of a rugged, determined national character—has 
In its place 
we shall have to put stupidity and hysteria. An hysterical Bnglishman! It 
is almost unthinkable, yet no other word describes the state of mind of 
England today. John Hull, at last roused to his danger, ts frantically run- 
ning around first to this neutral nation, then to that, imploringly demanding, 
Can't you do something to help out? Why, I may be invaded!” 

The Englishman, the hew Englishman, is not only hysterical and a great 
bungler but also a great talker. Suddenly “those immoral little Frenchmen,” 
who formerly existed merely for his amusement and his vices, have become 
“our brave allies,” to be showered with verbal bouquets on all occasions. 
Now it is the gift of a smart new ambulance to the dear French, now an 
Bnglish room in the Luxemburg picture gallery opened with appropriate 
international ceremonies of undying affectivn; egain it is this “day of 
France,” and handsome gifts to the French Red Cross to take care of our 


brave allies” who are giving: their lives to protect English lives. 


It is to laugh, as the French say. And from what they say privately 
about their allles across the channel I take it that the “immoral little 
Frenchmen” are getting tired of these British antics. “ Fewer compliments, 
John,” they are hinting politely, but please pass the shells!” No wonder.

HE French are 4 surprise even to themselves. The popular idea of the 

French character in America has been that of a somewhat absurd, 
affected, voluble, theatrical people, easy to ridicule in farce. The French

Yet we find them fighting this most sordid of wars in grim silence, the 
least talkative, the coolest of all the combatants—cheerful, to be sure, with 
an unshakable optimism and a religious belief in the goodness of their cause, 
in the justice of God. Anything but frivolous or weak! Rather with a Silent, 
serious tenacity that bodes 111i for those across the Rhine, who with all the 
rest of the world have been deceived by false popular psychology of French 
character. 

The Germans utterly misread the French character. Now they know 
what the French are after ten months of dreafy trench warfare, during 
which the frivolous little men have defied their biggest efforts to break 
through. They know that the French are cheerfully preparing for another 
winter in the trenches, and as many as may be necessary. No, after 
this, nobody will speak of the French as “light” or “frivolous.” The entiré 
world, including her enemies, takes off its hat to the gallant, patient French.

Self-contro] does not seem included in that famous German discipline 
which we have heard so MUCK about. Indeed the French remark with sur- 
prise that Germans are apt to squeal without shame when wounded, while 
French and English try to conteal the effects of pain. And I remember how 
often I have beeh surprised By the unrestrained tempers of German-Amer- 
icans in argument. To lose one’s temper in discussion even about the most 
trivial matters seems to the German character no loss of dignity. Self- 
control is a virtue highly prized by both Angle essen and Latin: tet us hope 
it will not be lost in that new eulture we are to receive from the supermen.

HERE are useful lessons to be got from these new manifestations of 
fational character. First, ho nation, any more than an individual, is 
really known until It has been tested in a great crisis. Second, that 

. popula? psychology is likely to give undue weight to certain super- 
ficial and unimpoftant characteristics of a foreign people. Thus the 
temperamental gayety ahd light-heafrtednese of the French has offended that 
Puritan instinct in us which believes that all joy comes from the devil. A 
cheerful or joyous person must be either corrupt or frivolous. Yet gayety 
may go with sound feelings and a sense of honor, and also a serious purpose, 
with steadfastness and courage, as has been shown by the French during 
this war. Also a gloomy seriousness and sccrn for other people may go with 
cunning and a hateful temper. And an apparent solidity of character may 
be nothing more than stupidity, Which when expesed degenerates rapidly 
into hysterical incompetency. free 

Further, in the eternal churning of will and circumstance In this world 
it is perfeetly possible for new, unstispected national traits to emerge und 
the stress of exceptional crises. The French have found themselves in th 
unwelcome war; they reveal not only their well known ancient qualities— 
courage, cheerfulness, and chivalry=but have diskivered in theff souls, tried 
as never before, new depthe of patienc®, fortitude faith. And this new soul 
of thé nation evoked under stress promises greatiy for France if her people 
can retain its impulses after their trials hate passed. 

An generalization ia vulhéraBle because it Müsst include in its sweep 
many ¢ofitradictory particulars— the thdividual 80 often disproves the uni- 
versal! Especially in talking about the character of millions of men and 
women generalized into one national unit. But such is the virtue of national 
¢rises like this war that they éradicate for the time the less important dif- 
ferences and distinctions and create a common denominator of will and pur- 
pose and character by Which we can safely Jud@é the whole. Henes it is 
not superficial or futile to speak of the bysterieal note in the new English 
character, the quiet tenagijy,of the French, the loyelty and obstinecy of the 
Russians, the foresight and control of the Italiana, the lack of self-control 
of the Germans as a people. One Wonders what would be the revelation of 
American character in a great erisis? 2

pe THE BIRDS. 

IRDS by the uncounted millions have 

played “moth and candle” around 

lighthouses that line the ocean 

sts and have thus gone to their 

death. Naturelats in all parts of the world 

have ong lamented this apparently unavoid- 

able joss of bird life and have striven for a 
polation of the problem presented. 

The lure of lights fe- migrating birds bas 
long been well known. In the middle west 
it frequently happens that flocks of cranes, 
ducks, and wild geese are led astray and 
pulled down out of the sky by the glow 
of the electric lights of the cities. Cana- 
dian geete have been known to alight in 


Chicago’ 8 loop, and mallards have frequently 


been seen in the heart of Kansas City on 


those nights when the radiance of the | 


streets is carried far upward. 

The United States lighthouse board has 
frequently consulted ornithologists for the 
purpose of devising some means of saving 
the The problem has been attacked 
by other naa tions and now at last a solution 
has been found. 

Many af the birds succeed in escaping the 
fatal lure of the lights, but large numbers 
of them circle around the lighthouses until 
they drop dead from exhaustion. 

It has been noted that on nights when the 
moon shines brightly the attraction of the 
light to be less powerful because of 
the competition. This is said to be particu- 
larly noticeable along the English channel, 
where the losses of bird life have been par- 
ticularly heavy because it is on the route 
of bird migration. 

In the | ulf of Mexico, where lighthouses 
are far apart, the lights are peculiarly dead- 
ly. Big pelicans weighing from thirty to 
fifty pounds, sometimes smash against the 
lights and batter themselves into a pulp, be- 


cause of the high speed at which they fly. 


The improvements which have been made 


in lighthouse equipment increasing the range ; 


of visi 
fatalities. 
In experiments made at the Terschelling 
light in Holland naturalists have found that 
perches properly placed about the light give 
the wheeling birds a chance to rest, sober up, 
and think better of their dance of death. It 


have also increased the bird 


is reported that the perches have decreased 
the bird mortality to a negligible minimum 
of what it had been before. The bird, ex- 


hausted by its travels, epproaches the light, 


circles about until exhausted, then settles on 


the perch. There the bird, sitting blinking 
at the great light, gains enough strength to 
circle the light until dawn arrives and the 
light of day robs the lamp of its deadly pow- 
er to charm. 

It has been found that the perches must 
be carefully placed if they are to be any 
protection to the birds. They cannot be 


placed jn the full glare of the light; as the 
birds win pay no heed to them there, and

The burro is perbaps the world’s most ver- 
satile beast of burden. Its normal diet is 
alleged to be identical with that of a horse.

The 
burro disappeared and it was held g cer- 
tainty among the bunkhouse gang that its 
bones were bleaching out on the range. A 
month later the old ragpicker of a burro 
strolled into camp fat and happy.

T was my good fortune to meet him a few 


years later, when, perhaps unwittingly, he 
returned the compliment which I had done 


bim at Malta. He was then in charge of a 


large arsenal in one of the colonies of his 
country. This was situated in a citadel 
perched on a high ridge with a rapid river 
flowing around the base. 

My orders at that time were to try and 
ascertain whether any organization existed in 
this colony for mobilizing the natives as 6 
reserve should the regular troops be called 
away for action elsewhere. Also whether 
there was any means arranged for arming 
these natives; if so, ip whet way and io 
what numbers. 

Knowing that my friend was quartered in 
the place, I called upon him as the first step, 
without any definite plan in my mind as to 
how I was to set about getting the informa- 
tion. He was kind enough to take me for a 

of inspection round the town, down to 
the river, and up in the citadel. 

By a lucky chance I got on to the idea that 
the citadel ought to be lit with electric light, 
since the water power produced below could 
work a dynamo at low cost if properly engi- 
neered. This was so much in my thoughts 
that as we went through the barracks and 
buildings in the fort, I kept pointing out how 


easily and inexpensively places might be wired 


and lit. And I gradually persuaded him that 
it was a matter that he should take up and 
suggest to his superior. 

Finally, when he had seen almost every- 
thing, my friend remarked: I don’t suppose 
you would care to see inside the arsenal, it is 
so much like many others you must have seen 
before.” But I assured him that it would 
interest me very much; in fact, it was rather 
essential to forming any approximate estimate 
for the lighting; and so he took me in. 

There was gallery after gallery filled with 
racks of arms, all beautifully kept, and over 
the door of each room was the name of the 
tribe and number of men who could be mobil- 
ized in the event of their being required, and 
the number of arms and the amount of am- 
munition that was available for each. 

After taking me through two or three rooms, 
he said: “There are many more like this, 
but you have probably seen enough.” But I 
eagerly exclaimed that I must see the others 
in order to judge of this electric lighting 
scheme. If there were many more rooms it 
might necessitate an extra sized dynamo, 
therefore a greater expense, but I hoped that 
by due economy in the number of lamps to be 
able to keep down to the original estimate 


which I had thought of. So we went steadily | 


through all the rooms, looking at the place 
where lamps might be most economically es- 
tablished, and I made calculatioas with pencil 
and paper, which I showed him, while I jotted 
on my shirt cuff the names of the tribes and 
the other information required by my supe- 
riors at home—which I did not show him. 

The armament of native auriliaries and 
their organization and numbers were thus 
comparatively easily found out—thanks w 
that little stroke of luck which, I repeat, so 
often comes in to give success, whether in 
scouting or spying. But a more difficult job 
was to ascertain the practical fighting value 
of such people. 

Reports had got about that some wonderful 
new guns bad been installed in one of the 
forts on the Bosporus and that a great deal 
of secrecy was observed in their being put up. 
It became my duty to go and find out any

seeing the sights of the city, and when we had 
visited almost all ‘the usual resorts for wur

else that I wanted to see, and to a certain 
extent I let her into my confidence when I 
told her that I would give anything to see the 
inside of one of these forts, if it were possible. 


. She at once said she would be delighted to take 


me to see her old friend, Hamid Pasha, who 
was quartered in one of them and was always 
ee OR me A ee es 
tea. 

When we arrived at the ote of the fort the 
sentry and the officer in charge would on no 
account allow us to pass until the woman 
said she was a friend of the pasha, when we 
were at once admitted and passed to his quar- 
ters. 


He was a charming host, and received us 
with the greatest kindness, and after showing 
us his-own quarters and the many curiosities 
he had collected, he took us all round the fort 
and pointed out its ancient and modern devices 
for defense, and finally showed us its guns. 
Two of these, in a somewhat prominent posi- 
tion where they could easily be seen from out- 
side, were covered with canvas covers. My 
excitement naturally grew intense when I 
saw these, and I secretly begged the woman 
to persuade him to allow us to look at them, 
and he at once acquiesced, thinking I was 
an American, and, grinning all over his face, 
said: “These are our very latest develop- 

I almost trembled as the covers were drawn 
off, and then I recognized guns, truly of a 
modern make but not very new or powerful, 
and then he gave away the whole secret by 
saying: “Of course, we are trying to impress 
a certain power with the idea that we are 
re-arming our forts, and, therefore, we are 
letting it be known that we are keeping these 
guns a dead secret and covered from view of 
any spies.” 

On another occasion it fell to my lot to 
inspect some of the defenses of the Darda- 


nelles, and I found it could best be done from 


the seaward. This involved my taking passage 
in an old grain steamer running between 
Odessa and Liverpool, and my voyage in it 
was one of the most charming and original 
that it has been my lot to take. 

A tramp steamer loaded down with grain 
until its cargo is almost running out of the 
ventilators is—contrary to all expectations— 
quite a comfortable boat for cruising in. The 
captain and bis wife lived in comfortable cab- 
ins amidships under the bridge; the after deck 
was stocked with pigs and chickens, which fed 


liberally on the cargo. The captain's good lady 


was a Scotch woman, and, therefore, an ex- 
cellent cook. Everything was most clean and 
comfortable, and the captain most thoroughly 
entered into my varions schemes for observing 
and examining the defenses of the coast as 
we went along. 

He allowed me e to ta ke command 
of the ship as regards its course and anchor- 


ing. From side to side of the Dardanelles we 


wandered, and when we came abreast of one 
of the forts that needed study we anchored 


ship. Our erratic procedure naturally invited : 
investigation, and when a government pilot 


boat put off to inquire our reason for anchor- 
ing in a certain baz, he came to the conclusion 


that our steering gear was not in good er- 
der and that we had stopped to repair it. 
While the ship was at anchor a boat was 
lowered and I whiled away the time, nom 
inally in fishing, but really in cruising about 
close to the forts and fishing for information 
rather than for fish by observing the different 
types of the guns employed and sketching their 
position and the radius of fire allowed to take 
them by the splay of their embrasures; also 
we took soundings where necessary and made 
sketch maps of possible landing places for 
attacking or other purposes.

A fruit or vegetable puree is often thick- 
ened lin a white sauce and then eggs 
‘sddeg-mr bread or cake crumbs are used. 
A Widcaroon souffié is made of eggs and 
crumbed macaroons. 1 

Souffiés with cooked foundations fall 
less readily than others, but they need 
to be served just as promptly. A prune 
whip is really one of the easy souffiés al- 
though it is incorrect to say as one writer 
does that “any dish made light and dell- 
cate may be correctly called a souffié.” 


Sauces or whipped cream are served with 
sweet souffiés. 

Souffiés, though used throughout the 
year are most popular in summer. They 
are quickly made, elegant in appearance, 
have a good deal of food value, and do 
not fall as readily in hot weather as in 
cold. They are really baked omelets and 
the most elegant of all, that baked in a 
decorated mound on a platter, is correctly 
called omelet soufflé, although the word 
omelet is not always used. This is the 
most difficult to make because of the 
ornamentation, and is the pride and spe- 
cialty of pastry chefs. It is made of eggs 
and sugar only, half as many yolks as 
whites usually of, for a large one, four 
yolks to ten Whites The whites are beat- 
en to dryness and folded into the yolks, 
a mound made in a platter, preferably of 
metal, and this decorated with scrolls 
made with the material squeezed from a 


* or cone. 


n even a one egg soume the yolk 
and white of egg are beaten separately 
and the white folded in “To fold in” 
means always lifting a mixture from the 
bottom, and not too many times, as much 
mixing breaks it down. 

An English description says that “a 
thoughtful cook should be able to pre- 
pare a souffié from almost any kind of 
material. Fish, meat, poultry, .... 
For baking the souffié the oven should be 
fairly hot at first to raise and suspend 
the mixture, and moderately hot after. 
Avoid slamming the oven door whilst a 
souffié is cooking, as this often causes its 
collapse.” 


Vegetable Souffles. 
A method that is good for vegetable 
souffiés is different from any mentioned 
above. In the first place, instead of a 
sauce, a paste like that made for cream 
puffs, but without sugar, is made, and the 
vegetable which gives it character is 
added to that. Proceed as follows: Put 
one ounce of butter on the stove in a 
small saucepan with one-half cup of cold 
water. When this comes to a boil work 
into it with a wooden spoon three table- 
spoons of sifted flour and cook for two 
or three minutes, working all the time. 
Take from the stove and add a pinch of 
salt and other seasonings, such as pepper 
if to taste, then work in the unbeaten 


then add whatever vegetable you choose, 
three tablespoons of a vegetable puree 
of some sort like pease, or four or five ta- 
blespoons of chopped beets or carrots, or 
what you will. The beet makes a very 
pretty and palatable souffié. Finally fold 
in the stiffly beaten whites of the two 
eggs, to which has been added about a 
teaspoon of sugar, and then bake in a 
well buttered earthen dish from ten to 


"i} fifteen minutes. It will be stiff instead 


of desirably creamy if cooked too long. 

One or two more eggs than this may be 

used to make a heartier dish and of surer 

quality. ‘ } 
One Egg Tomato Souffle. 

Cook and strain tomatoes and cook 
down to the pureestage. No seasoning of 
amy sort is required. Use. half a cup of 
this puree, adding it to the beaten yolk 
of one egg and mixing the two well. Fold 
the stiffly beaten white very lightly into 
this mixture and bake in a buttered 
earthen dish which will hold about one 
cup and a half. Bake twelve minutes in 
a moderately hot oven and serve imme- 
diately. Good for either lhincheon or 
breakfast. If cooked carefully ‘this will

Cheese Souffle. 

Bread crumbs rather than a white 
sauce make success easier When cheese 
is used, and the whole ig more wholesome. 
It has a flavor, too, which most people 
will prefer. A tomato sauce made very 
thick with butter and flour is also used 
as a basis for an agreeable cheese souffié. 
One pressed down cup of bread crumbs, 
one and one-half cups of milk, one-half 
teaspoon salt, a pinch of cayenne pepper, 
three eggs, whites and yolks beeten sep- 
arately, and one-fourth pound of grated 
cheese. Pour the milk over the bread 
and let it stand for ten or fifteen minutes. 
Beat yolks and add them to the seasoned 
crumbs, then add the cheese, and then 
fold in the whites beaten stiff, or add the 
whites first and then the cheese if you can 
get the cheese in without much stirring— 
anything to prevent the cheese from mat- 
ting. Sprinkle with grated bread crumbs 
and bake in a buttered graniteware pan 
until the eggs are set, or about fifteen 
minutes. Serve in cooking dish. The 
oven must not be too hot or the sou 
will puff up too much in the middle. The 
bread crumbs keep the particles of cheese 
well separated. Carelessly kept cheese, 
which absorbs odors, should never be 
used with eggs. It ie very poor for any- 
thing. , 

Meat Souffies. 

Meat of exceilent flavor lo needed for 
meat souffiés. Chicken and ham are fa- 
vorites. They should be chopped fine and 
then pounded smooth. Unless smooth 
and fine they will not mix with the eggs 
thoroughly. White sauce, stirred into 
yolks, meat added, and nice seasonings, 
them the whites folded in je the order of 
procedure. An even tablespoon of meat 
‘is about all one egg will hold up unless an 
expert handles the material.

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SURETY COMPANY WINS 
LORIMER BANK APPEAL. 


Federal Circuit Court Reverses De- 
cision Bond Must Be Paid to the 
United States. 


The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals yesterday reversed the decision of 
District Judge Ferdinand A. Geiger, that 
the Illinois Surety company must pay 
to the United States $50,000 as bonds for 
the defunct La Salle Street Trust and 
Savings bank, a depositary of funds of 
bankrupt estates. 

Judge Julian Mack, who wrote the opin- 
ion, held that the United States is not 
a party in interest and that it devolves 
upon the separate bankrupt estates to 
6 “in the name of the United States, 
rather than that the government -sue 
“for the use and benefit of the bankrupt 
estates.” 

Funds exceeding $165,000 were alleged 
to have been on deposit in the Lorimer 
bank for which the surety company had 
given bonds of $50,000. It is expected 
an appeal to the Superior court will be 
taken.
